OF THE RED MAN 


Annual Report of the Department of 
Indian Affairs is this 
Most Satisfactory Yet Issued—Only 


Province Showing a Decline is Brit. | 
ish Columbia, Where Indians Re-. 


sent Intrusions of White Men. 


Ottawa.—The report of the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs for the fiscal 
year ending March 31 last is out. It 
is the most satisfactory yet issued by 
the department, snowing a mild win- 
ter and the development of settlement 
in the west have made taings much 
better for the aborigines. The only 
province which shows any moral de- 
cline, says the report, is British Co- 
lumbia, but this is due to the fact 
that it is the last of the Canadian 
west to feel the effects of white ‘civil. 
ization” in the districts in) which 
Indians are chiefly located. 

The entrance of railways with its 
aecompanying influx of settlers into

There were 
2.499 Intian births during the year 
while there were but 2.10? deaths, 
leaving a net inerense of 397 in the 
aboriginal population, 
ports from the various reserves still 
continue to tell of the ravages of aleo- 
hol among the Indiens, it is evident 
that the evil effects are less than they 
were and the prosnects of the red 
man are correspondingly bright.

The reason why the export trade has 
fallen off during the last year or so, 
is because the home consumption has 
rapidly increased, namely it the coast 
and eastern points, Also the demand 
*for butchers and feeding meets and 
live stock generally has increased to 
such an extent of late years that if it 
were not for the largely inereased 
bulk of live stock raised in) Alberta, 
it fould be exceedingly hard to make 
shipments to outside points. 

“The shipment of hogs is the only 
shipment of live stock. from Alberta 
to outside points ‘that is on the des 
crease. This is owing to the increased 
lemand for pork and hams in the 
home provinee, The horses, cattle! 
and sheep markets are quite in syme 
pethy with one another, though the 
provincial demand for horses has ins 
creased of late years more than either 
sheep or cattle.”

Many big vessels have either found. 
ered or been dviven while 
numberless fishing smacks ace itiss- 
ing, and are believed to have sunk. 
Corpses are being washed ashore at 
numerous places, Sixteen passengers 
and sailors are known to have perish 
ed in the foundering of the steamer 
Heathfield, which went down in. the 
North Sea, while twenty are believed 
to have died on the steamer Cramford, 
Inissing from Hartlepool and thought 
to have sunk. 

Many small groups of fishing bonts 
are reported mis-ing from ports along 
the coast, and it is almost certain they 
have perished, for even large steamers 
had great difficulty in remaining 
afloat in the high seas that are run- 
ning.

necessary in the smelting of iron.

The chemist who is making the tests 
is of long experience in the iron busi. 
hess, and declares that he is of the
